Plagues Churches 

Rationing Hits Attendance in 
Detroit Area—Membership 
Transfers Encouraged 

Detriot, Mich. —Apparently it is reason¬ 
able to assume that a person who does 
not go to church or take a responsible 
part in church life for a period of one 
to three years is quite likely to ‘lose most 
of the zeal he once possessed for Christ 
and his cause. Those who have come to 
Detroit “for the duration 77 have already 
been here just about one year. Forecasts 
of the length of “the duration 77 begin 
at one year and run to four years. ( That 
means this “ dislocated J 7 person will be 
away from the home church at least two 
years and probably three to five years, if, 
indeed, he ever returns home. 

Two years with intensive preoccupation 
with production of war materials and the 
acquisition of money, with no attention 
given to the things of the spirit can leave 
, an indelible mark on a man's soul. Though 
God can rub that mark out, it is to be 
strongly questioned whether, on the basis 
of existing statistics as to what men ac¬ 
tually do, the man will humble himself 
and let God rub it out. 

No New Problem 

This problem is not new in Detroit. 
Since 1916 Detroit has known the rise and 
fall of war and peace production schedules, 
of prosperity and depression production 
speeds. As a result we ought to have 
learned something about shifting church 
members. Whether we have is another 
question. 

War work has hurt Sunday school and 
church attendance in Detroit as badly as or 
worse than elsewhere. Gas rationing has 
hurt it more. Detroit, being the auto¬ 
mobile production center of the Avorld, has 
depended more than any other city on the 
automobile for transportation. Detroiters 
are just now learning how much fare one 
has to pay to ride busses and street cars. 
Express schedules have only recently been 
set up on many lines to transport folk rapid¬ 
ly to suburban communities. There is no 
elevated or underground railway in De¬ 
troit indicating that Detroiters have never 
depended, to any great degree, on public 
transportation facilities to travel great 
distances. ' 

Why Gas Rationing Hurts Attendance 

These things help tme to understand why 
gas rationing has greatly hurt church at¬ 
tendance and particularly church school 
attendance in Detroit. Though people are 
forced to ride public conveyances to work 
they are loath to ride them to church. 
Share-the-ride plans consume most of their 
gasoline allotments so they have to ride 
public conveyances if they get to church. 

Some East Side pastors, deeply con¬ 
cerned about church and church school at¬ 
tendance were called together by the De¬ 
troit Council of Religious Education. Lit¬ 


tle headway toward a solution was made, 
but many interesting angles of our prob¬ 
lem were brought to our attention by 
mutual sharing of our limited compre¬ 
hension of the problem. Further study 
and action should help meet the problem 
to some degree. 

One phase of the problem, however, 
could be met by a continuation of some¬ 
thing the Disciples did three years ago, 
namely, by spurring church leaders to 
encourage non-resident members to trans¬ 
fer their church memberships to the city 
in which they reside and keep them up- 
to-date. As a Methodist minister said, 
“It is easier to move your church mem¬ 
bership than it is to move your trunk. ’ 7 

Parable of Modern Churches 

This minister also repeated a story he 
had seen in print to the effect that all 
the members of ‘ 1 Smithville' ' Church 
moved to “ Jonesboro ” to work in defense 
plants and all the members of the “Jones¬ 
boro ’ 7 Church moved to ec Smithville ’ 7 to 
work in defense plants. As a consequence 
both churches died. That is a too-near- 
the-truth parable of what is happening in 
America today. Consider our Brotherhood 
in this connection. 

The 1942 “Year Book” lists 
American active membership as 
1,424,128 and non-resident mem¬ 
bership as 235,217. That means 
that 16 per cent, or one in seven, 
of our members are “afloat some¬ 
where in America* ’ as we would 
say in military parlance. They 
are not attached. They are prob¬ 
ably not contributing regularly to 
any church. They are not receiv¬ 
ing regular ministrations of the 
Christian message. They are not 
evaluating the experiences of the 
week in terms of the teachings of 
Christ. They are not receiving the 
richness of Christian fellowship. 
One in 10 of them may be attend¬ 
ing church spasmodically some¬ 
where—perhaps one of our church¬ 
es or perhaps a church of another 
faith. 

I dare say there is some connection be¬ 
tween that i i transient feeling 7 7 which 
many people have these days and this fail¬ 
ure to change church membership. How¬ 
ever, it is something we must not bow 
before, but combat. 

In dealing with persons who have been 
in Detroit six, nine, 12, and even 15 years, 
I find that many of them still do not feel 
that Detroit is 1 { home . 77 “ Our member¬ 

ship has been in the home church so long 
we do not want to change it , 77 they say. 
Or, ‘ i Some day we ? re going back home 
and we want our membership to be there 
when we get there . 7 7 

Startled Into Action 

A pastor in another communion finally 
succeeded in winning such a couple to his 
church recently. The man had at first 
said, “When I die I want to be buried 
back home so I bn going to leave my mem¬ 
bership there . 7 7 His wife, however, con¬ 
sented to have her membership moved. 


When this pastor wrote for her member¬ 
ship the home pastor replied: “We have 
long since dropped that couple from our 
rolls. You'd better receive both of them 
by reaffirmation of faith . 77 This so star¬ 
tled the old gentleman that he did make 
the renewal of faith and put his member¬ 
ship in the Detroit church. As this pastor 
said at the time, I know that millions of 
Americans would be startled to realize 

I 

that when the annual count of Protes¬ 
tantism is made they are not counted. 

As long as we preach that salvation is 
simply a matter of baptism and that one’s 
obligation to God has been fulfilled when 
that act has been accomplished we shall 
have this tragic, petty attitude to deal 
Avith. 

Renewed Emphasis Needed 

Therefore, we need, as' a part of the 
United Christian Education Advance, a 
reneAved emphasis on our drifting, non¬ 
resident members. We need to say to 
them in the words of the early Christians: 
“Wake up, sleeper! 77 Many of them are 
modern examples of the Laodiceans— 
“neither hot nor cold”—and John indi¬ 
cated that God Avould probably deal rather 
harshly Avitli them. “I will spew thee 
out of my mouth.” The United Chris¬ 
tian Education Advance might well include 
a unified plan and publicity for reaching 
these non-residents, for, they are certainly 
among the unreached so far as the church 
is concerned.

—Church bells are 
ringing in the city of Indianapolis. Every 
evening at five o ’clock they ring to call 
the citizens to a moment of silent prayer 
for peace.

Mrs. W. A. Shullenberger is chairman 
of the committee which suggested the 
idea, and Mrs. Virgil A. Sly is president 
of the Federated Council of Church 
Women. Many churches have proceeded 
on the basis of,this suggestion to include 
a “prayer for peace** as a new item in 
their orders of worship for the Sunday 
morning services. Both of these plans 
should help to awaken the minds of Chris¬ 
tian people to their share of responsi¬ 
bility in hastening the day when a just 
and durable peace shall be established 
among the nations.

Advance Centers 
On Evangelism 

Experiment Made in Colorado by 
Two Alert Ministers Combining 
Two Essential Emphases 


Gas Rationing is having a detri¬ 
mental effect on Sunday school at¬ 
tendance among churches of this 
county. In contrast, attendance 
at Sunday morning worship serv¬ 
ices seems to be Increasing. This 
is the situation in nearly all of 
the 45 Christian churches in 
Marion County. Naturally, the 
large downtown churches were the 
first to report declining church 
school attendance. However, plans 
have been made to counteract this 
situation. In most churches the 
number of weekly meetings has 
been curtailed, and, in harmony 
with the United Christian Educa¬ 
tion Advance, more emphasis is 
being placed upon Christian teach¬ 
ing in the home. 

On New Year’s Eve, Fairfax Church 
celebrated the complete liquidation of its 
building indebtedness. This small congre¬ 
gation raised $1700 beginning Oct. 1, 
under the leadership of the pastor, Leon 
K. Weatherman, and members of the 
board. The congregation was established 
in 1915 and in 1923 the present building

As an outgrowth of a visit by Wilbur 
C. Parry, national director of the United 
Christian Education Advance for Disciples, 
to the Grand Mesa, Colo., Adult Confer¬ 
ence last summer, two Western Colorado 
pastors decided to try an experiment in 
combining the educational features of the 
Advance with plans already underway for 
an autumn evangelistic campaign. 

First Church, Montrose, Colo., chosen 
for this educational-evangelistic mission, is 
an average small church. Its resident 
membership prior to the meeting was 84. 
It had received 23 members into its fel¬ 
lowship in the previous 18 months. Mont¬ 
rose is a town of 4,500 population with 
12 religious bodies at work in that field. 
First Church there had lost 35 per cent 
of its Sunday school attendance and some 
of its best leadership including 40 per 
cent of its men to the Army and defense 
centers in the last 12 months. 

Sign Placed on Highway 

The two pastors planning the meeting 
were Forrest Wyman, who has been serv¬ 
ing as part-time minister at Clifton, Colo., 
and holding evangelistic meetings part- 
time, and Erskine Scates, minister at 
Montrose and Delta, Colo. A large cloth 
sign was placed on the main highway ad¬ 
vertising a ‘ 1 Reaching, Teaching, Preach¬ 
ing Mission.” A large sign inside the 
church bore the slogan, “ Reach Every 
Person With Christian Teaching.” The 
giving of chalk pictures drawn by the 
evangelist each night stimulated attend¬ 
ance. 

The educational features of the meeting 
included the use of the brochure put out 


by the Department of Religious Educa¬ 
tion of the United Society in connection 
with the Advance. This attractive booklet 
was left in homes where calls were made 
and it served as a fine talking point dur¬ 
ing the visits. 

The evangelist used the words in the 
slogan, “Reach Every Person With Chris¬ 
tian Teaching,” for his key words in a 
series of sermons in the second week of 
the meeting. A children’s choir hour, 
which enrolled 100 boys and girls of 
grade-school age in the afternoons, gave 
opportunity for educational work. 

Year’s Program Publicized 

The church’s plans for the year’s work 
were publicized during the meeting under 
the departments of education, worship, 
missions, evangelism, and stewardship. A 
chart was prepared using a portion of 
the chart of the Advance, with additional 
data to make it complete for a year’s 
work for the local church. 

The educational follow-up for the meet¬ 
ing included the completion of the goal 
chart. A basket dinner and report day 
was observed. 

The evangelistic emphasis was made 
dominant throughout the meeting. Twenty 
people came forward, 12 by baptism and 
the remainder by transfer. Two more 
placed membership on the Sunday follow¬ 
ing the close of the meeting. The min¬ 
isters were both convinced of the value 
in seeking to combine the educational em¬ 
phasis with the evangelistic appeal.

Hastings, Neb., Pays 
Long-Standing Debt 

Indebtedness on Parsonage, Incurred 
In 1924, Completely Paid During 
The Last Year 


A long-standing parsonage debt of First 
Church, Hastings, Neb., lias been paid. A 
' celebration was held Jan. 7, The manse 
was purchased in May, 1924, while George 
W. Buckner, Jr., was pastor. Cl E. Lem- 
who preceded him ns minister, was 
the first pastor of the Hastings church 
to occupy this parsonage. After the 
ft],000 original payment in 1924, no more 
was paid on the principal of the debt 
until January, 1942, when another $1,000 
was paid, leaving a balance of slightly 
more than $$#00. During the last two 
months of 1942 the balance was raised in 
cash and enough additional to pay $110 
back interest on the parsonage debt and 
#270 back interest on the church building 
debt. 

The note-burning ceremony also included 
a note to cover the $900 cost of laying 
a new carpet last July. Early in 1942 
the congregation oversubscribed its Emer¬ 
gency Million goal. During the year 
about $5,000 was raised above the regular 
budget, which was almost double that of 
1941. Salaries and other items were in¬ 
creased last autumn. 

Lee Haggard, chairman of the trustees 
and of the finance committee, burned the 
parsonage note. Rernie Currier, chair¬ 
man of the hoard, and Mrs. Homer Snyder, 
president of the Woman's Council,' had 
aide assistance during the year in the 
financial drives. The present church debt 
of $7,000 was incurred in 1928 when the 
building was remodeled under the lead¬ 
ership of Harold E. Fey, then pastor at 
Hastings. 

Harry G. Parsons has been pastor at 
Hastings since 1939. 


Inglewood, Calif., 

Church Debt Free 

First Church, Inglewood, Calif., Fred 
Hoy, pastor, started 1943 debt free. The 
mortgage was burned recently more than 
six years ahead of schedule! The note 
for $16,000, which it was expected to take 
eight years to liquidate, was paid 19 
months from the time the debt was 
created by the erection and furnishing of 
a sanctuary and other additions to the 
plant. Every department of the church 
contributed to the debt. 

The Inglewood church building, costing- 
$31,000, is complete with organ. The 
sanctuary, seating 700 persons, was com¬ 
pleted in May, 1941. The congregation 
was organized in 1910 and the present 
property is valued at $60,000. Mr. Hoy 
became pastor at Inglewood in 1936. 
During 1942 297 persons have come into 
the membership, which with 10 more on 
Jan. 3, make 1200 additions during 
his ministry there. The total income for 
1942 was $35,503.

Dear Kirby and Alma, 

There is so much that has happened since I wrote 
last that I hardly know where to begin. First, why does 
this letter come from Virginia. , To make a long story short 
I am occupying the oldest Law chair in the United States as 
a full professor of International Law and Jurisprudence at 
the Co Liege of William and Mary. I started February 1st and 
to say that I like it would be a mastery of understatement- 
It was the decision of the Research Bureau that, lacking funds 
to keep the whole staff intact, and having all our research 
laid out from now till June 1st, and with the possibility 
that I might infilter the Pacifist position into such strong¬ 
holds of the Collective Securitiests as the Am. Jour, of Int. 
Law, I should take this position till June 1st. I think it 
is going to open the way much as we thought, already I have 
a lively correspondence with Quincy Wright and others as 
to our differences of opinion on force. I still maintain 
the directorship of P.R.B. and go back to Philadelphia 
every other week for thre6 days. That was part of my arrange¬ 
ment here as was also a clear statement of my pacifist posi¬ 
tion and an understanding that I would not hedge from it 
in teaching international law or in any talks I gave (tney 
accepted me notwithstanding). 

Because of restrictions by the Researcn Bureau on 
the way in which each piece of researcn should be submitted 
to a whole series of experts our pamphlets are not coming 
out rapidly enough to make much contribution to a pacifist- 
picture. So finally I have th6 Board agreeing that for a 
summer project I can lay out an overall pacifist facing of 
the war and post war problems; getting leading pacifists to 
each write a chapter and present this via one of tne top 
publishing houses as the pacifist counterpart of such books 
as Hoover and Gibson. So today I have been pounding the 
typewriter and am sending you one of my effusions. A.J. 
and one or two others will also be looking it over and 
perhaps making an entirely new outline of their own. Will 
you be willing to give me your thinking. I know of no one's 
I value more. 

I hear of your grand work. I have been urging Red 
to bring you back east again for summer institutes. Hope we 
can see you soon. Ruth and Norman

Hollywood Audience Is. 
Held Spellbound by 
Generalissimo's Wife 


By EDITH GAYLORD 

LOS ANGELES, April 3 (AR)— 
In a plea for humanity, Mme. 
Chiang Kai-shek declared Saturday 
night that if out of this terrible 
war, the United Nations can learn 
the lesson that the stronger can 
help the weaker, then she would 
feel “that good cometh out of evil” 
and that China's suffering has not 
been in vain. 

With quiet drama, in a voice that 
scarcely hid her tears, the wife of 
the Chinese generalissimo held a 
Hollywood audience spellbound with 
45 minutes of stories which she said 
illustrated the predominant traits 
of the Chinese character. 

Duty and Honor 

Mme. Chiang said she thought 
two qualities which predominated 
the Chinese character were a sense 
of duty and a sense of gallantry 
or honor. 

Archbishop J ohn J. Cantwell, 
wearing his red ecclesiastical vest¬ 
ments, gave the invocation and Dr, 
Robert A. Millikan, head of the 
California Institute of Technology, 
introduced Mme. Chiang. 

Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese am¬ 
bassador to the Court of St. James, 
was among 1,000 prominent guests 
at a civic banquet in her honor. 

Fights Back Tears 

The first lady fought back tears 
and repeatedly sipped water during 
a dramatization by James Cagney 
and Greer Garson, 1942 academy 
award winners, of a letter from a 
Flyinjg Tiger to his wife in Amer¬ 
ica, describing his piloting of Mme. 
Chiang to a Chinese village where 
she was needed. 

When Mme, Chiang rose to speak, 
she said to Miss Garson and Cag¬ 
ney, T wonder whether you realize 
how close you brought my country 
to me.”

GHOST SHIP SAILS 
700 MILES AFTER 
BEING TORPEDOED 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
Given up as lost after a torpedo 
attack, a “ghost ship” manned by 
a skeleton crew sailed 700 miles 
to an allied port, the navy re¬ 
ported today. 

Three survivors of the medium¬ 
sized Dutch merchantman 
reached Boston recently and told 
of leaving their vessel obviously 
sinking—its bow deep in the sea, 
its stern, with propellers show¬ 
ing flung high. 

She was listed as lost. 

But, **febe vessel herself had 
decided to refute their judg¬ 
ment/* said the navy. 

It told of the captain and 12 
men remaining near the sinking 
ship In a lifeboat.

The captain and his men boarded 
her again and found two officers 
who never had left.

OPA Grants Jump 
In Price of Cheese 


WASHINGTON, April 3 (AP)— 
Creamed cottage cheese and farm 
cheese with a butter fat content of 
at least 20 per cent—both unra*- 
tioned types—will cost three cents 
pound more beginning today. 

OPA granted the price increase 
today to match similar price in¬ 
creases granted other cheeses re¬

PRATER-SENSITIVITY TOWARD-GOD 

By Kirby Page 

Short prayers prayed frequently give God 
opportunity, but unhurried prayers give God more 
complete access to mind and emotion, conscience 1 
and will. Momentary expressions of high desire 
need to be supplemented by periods of sustained 
concentration upon God. 

Half an hour each day is considered by many 
Christians to be the bare minimum of time needed 
while other persons say that they require an 
hour or two hours, or even longer, to maintain 
maximum sensitivity toward God. 

The purpose of long sustained concentration 
in prayer is to give God the maximum opportunity 
through sensitive awareness and fervent desire. 
This keen alertness may be heightened by variety 
of procedure in praying. One of the best, ways 
of practicing the presence of God is to read the 
Bible devotionally , that is, read some great 
passage which reveals the character of God, and 
then put down the Bible and meditate upon the 
meaning of the passage.. Devotional passages 
should he selected with care in advance because 
some portions of the sacred record are not adap¬ 
ted to devotional reading. Read and then listen. 
The waiting often proves more rewarding even than 
the reading because God is thus afforded double 
opportunity.

The Los Angeles church federation* the 
Fellowship of Reconciliation and the Amer¬ 
ican Friends Service Committee have been 
implementing the wish of many white 
Christians to show penitence in practical 
ways.

Families have 
been called on. Furniture has been stored, 
the custodianship of property undertaken.

Kirby Page Plans 
To Register 

Kirby Page plans to register on April 27, 
“Our purpose,” he says* “is to witness to 
the mind of Christ, to explore the mind 
of Christ and to infect the world with the 
mind of Christ. As to the technique, I 
am convinced that protest is only 10 per 
cent. Constructive action is 90 per cent 
There are many ways of making a protest. 
Refusing to register on April 27 is only one 
way and it Is only 10 per cent of the pro¬ 
test one can make anyway. The important 
consideration is how to be positive, con¬ 
structive, redemptive. Therefore I expect 
to register, but with this qualification which 
I will write on April 27 on whatever blank 
is available: ‘I am a conscientious objector 
against war and against service in war in¬ 
dustries,* I will protest and I must be 
ready and willing to go to jail for my con¬ 
science but on this issue I do not have 
direct leading to go to jail,” A. A. Hunter.

The suggestion you made me of a retreat will be brought to pass. 
The Federal Council of Churches has released an Faster to Pente¬ 
cost program which the churches have agreed to put united em¬ 
phasis upon. It occurs to me that our retreat may very well be 
an "upper room" for the ministers. Would you think it wise for 
me to propose a topic plumbing the "upper room" oi\ the quest for 
the holy spirit? 

I shall appreciate your giving me an early letter offering sug¬ 
gestions on this subject, if it seems suitable, or the best ap¬ 
proach to what you had in mind. To me it all seems to fit right 
together. 

Another thing I am a bit confused on is, what would you propose 
as to the frequency of such a gathering—was it the same group 
you had together? So, when you write of the plan I should work 
out for the meeting of these men in my home or in another retreat 
spot, how frequent should they be for this effort or should it be 
smaller groups and different men for a series. 

One thing I would like to do is to make available to this retreat 
the men serving as chaplains at Fort Lewis, which would necessi¬ 
tate several "get togethers". 

This Pentecost folder calls attention to the fact of the "upper 
room" fellowship consisting of ten days of prayer. Would there 
be a thought in that? Of course I know that these ministers are 
all busy with their church programs and I suppose we must be 
careful not to call them together with such a major use of time 
more frequent than the objective would require. 

I am looking to you for further counsel by an early mail and for 
it my sincerest thanks.

A Realistic Philosophy of Religion 
By A. Campbell Garnett 

$3.00 postpaid by Christian Board of Publication 

This volume, selected one month recently by 
the Religious Book Club, summarizes the 
“essence of religion,” the essentials necessary 
for an adequate understanding of a religious 
faith. It discusses the origin of religion and 
its application to life, individually and socially. 
The sociological, empirical approach is used to 
seek new insights into the meaning of life. 

The author was born in Australia forty-eight 
years ago, was educated in Melbourne and 
London, and served as a minister and professor 
in Adelaide before becoming professor of phi¬ 
losophy and the philosophy of religion at Butler 
University, Indianapolis, for five years. He 
later taught at The College of the Bible, Lex¬ 
ington, Ky., and since 1937 has been associate 
professor of philosophy at the University of 
Wisconsin. His previously published books 
are: Instinct and Personality, The Mind in 
Action, Reality and Value, and The Natural 
Form of Religious Experience . He is an ac¬ 
tive member" of the First Christian Church, 
Madison, Wis. 

This new volume of Prof. Garnett’s is not so 
highly technical that one needs a degree in 
philosophy in order to grasp his thought. It 
is a “must” for all thinking Disciples in the 
opinion of this committee. 


Evaluating the Church 

The Church in Disrepute. By Bernard Iddings Bell. Har¬ 
per & Brothers, New York. 152 pages. $1.50. 

ERNARD IDDINGS BELL knows the world in 
which he lives, the church of which he is a part 
and the religion of Christ which he possesses and 
shares. He knows all three through his own personal 
experiences and observation. He sees the good at 
work in the world and church and religion, but he also 
sees the evil in the world, the hypocrisy within the 


church and the timorous and puerile in religion. He. 
loves the church and believes the Christian religion 
holds the key for ultimate solutions in personal, social 
and national life, but he is distressed as to the lethargy 
within the church and wonders if Christian people— 
leaders and laity—will surrender themselves com¬ 
pletely enough to God as revealed in Christ, to bring 
about “the world that ought.to be.” At times he 
seems to reflect hopelessness for the church, then again 
he regains confidence in the ultimate triumph of the 
Kingdom of God as he takes a long view of human life. 

Criticisms of religion and the church are forthcom¬ 
ing. They are inevitable. Some are just and fair, 
some biased and intentionally untrue. We will accept 
scorching and searching criticisms,, however, from one 
who, like Dr. Bell, is motivated by a kindly and sym¬ 
pathetic interest. The brilliant preacher is known 
both in Great Britain and America as one of the out¬ 
standing leaders of the Episcopal Church. Any 
minister or layman reading the book will have reasons 
to agree and disagree many times, but will finish it by 
saying “Well, after all, it’s true, so why not get busy 
and make religion more real and vital.”

Propagating Personal Religion 

Personal Religion. By Douglas Clyde Macintosh. Charles 
Scribner J s Sons, New York. 411 pages. $3.00. 

N THESE pages one discovers the author of The 

Reasonableness of Christianity firmly grounded as 
ever in the empirical method and in the spirit of 
liberalism, but one also finds a crusader. Our culture 
is in crisis and the church itself within that culture 
has fallen on evil days; the remedy will include “a 
renewed and revitalized Christian evangelicalism.’ ? 
Prof. Macintosh pleads forcefully for a return to vital 
personal religion based on genuine conversion, and to 
a vigorous program of evangelism whose aim is to 
create this personal religion in more and more persons. 

This volume is the second in a projected series of 
three on Religion Today and Tomorrow. The first was 
Social Religion published more than three years ago. 
The discussion falls into two parts, one on “The 
Principles of Personal Religion” and the second on 
“The Propagation of Personal Religion.” 

While reading this book, my reactions toward it 
altered radically as I progressed. I was only mildly 
interested in the one-hundred page account of the 
religious life and letters of the latter day Puritan 
English family with which the book begins. As I read 
the second hundred pages, the discussion on sin, Christ, 
redemption, conversion, the Christian life, and prayer, 

I was disappointed because it was all so familiar. As

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a student in Dr. Macintosh’s classes a dozen years ago 
and as a reader of his earlier books I had seen it all 
before without alteration in one essential; moreover, 
it seemed to me that this “sweet reasonableness” was 
not enough for these apocalyptic times. 

And then I read the second part of the book! In¬ 
terest grew to excitement as I read a most informative 
and provocative treatment of missions, religious edu¬ 
cation, the ecumenical movement, and the techniques 
of modern evangelism. This section on the propaga¬ 
tion of personal religion is of prophetic quality. 

Many leaders will violently disagree with Dr. Mac¬ 
intosh’s castigation of Charles Clayton Morrison’s 
Lyman Beecher Lectures (What Is Christianityf) } 
and still more will shy away from his evident admira¬ 
tion for the Oxford Group Movement (even as they 
learn where Frank Buchman really got his stuff), but 
no alert Protestant can afford to ignore the challenge 
which the venerated Yale professor has to bring. It 
will start you tllinking hard about the most important 
religious issues of our times.

Philosophy of Life 

Invitation to Pilgrimage. By John Baillie. Charles Scrib¬ 
ner's Sons, New York. 134 pages. $1.50. 

DINBURGH UNIVERSITY’S able successor to 
H. R. Mackintosh has given us another stimulat¬ 
ing discussion to add to our lengthening shelf 'of 
worthwhile books from his pen. Written in an easy 
style it is the author’s personal approach to Christian 
belief. It is addressed, so he states/not to thelogians, 
nor necessarily “the so-called ‘man in the street,’ ” 
but rather to the thoughtful who are seeking a solid 
foundation for their Christian life. 

It is an invitation to a kind of modern pilgrim’s 
progress, beginning at the fork of the roads where 
belief and unbelief diverge. After subjecting his own 
belief to certain rigid disciplines, which he also re¬ 
quires of unbelief, he finds the most effective procedure 
for the pilgrimage to be “Christian faith (which) does 
not consist in believing a number of related things, but 
in surrendering ourselves to a single act of trust in 
the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ.” Such 
an attitude on the part of the pilgrim will equip him 
to deal adequately with the experiences of the trip 
and for “Journey’s End” which must be the realiza¬ 
tion of the perfect community and in which the persons 
who compose it find the fulfilment of their noblest and 
most cherished ideals.

The Person of Christ 

Our Eternal Contemporary. By Walter Marshall Horton. 
Harper & Brothers, New York. 180 pages. $2.00. 

D R. HORTON declares that during the last quarter 
of a century there has been a general moratorium 
on the doctrine of Christ in America. This silence has 
been due to two facts: (1) to the bankruptcy of the 
“liberal Jesus” as presented by the American disciples 
of Ritschl, resulting in the shift of their interest to 
other fields of research; and (2) to the preoccupation

of Christian thinkers with the pressing problems con¬ 
cerning the existence of God and the nature of man 
during the humanistic era following World War I, 

Today, however, due to the depression and World 
War II, the primary issue is no longer, “Is There a 
God?” or “What Is Man?” but rather “Christ or 
Antichrist?” In response to this practical demand 
for a fresh appraisal of the Person of Christ and in 
line with the recent New Testament criticism, the 
author presents Christ as the prophetic “Leader” who 
shows the world the way out of the woods; as the 
“Savior” who makes more than a “moral atonement” 
for sinful man; and as the “Victor” who will triumph 
over an evil world. As our eternal contemporary 
Christ incarnates the very power and wisdom of God. 
Though it will ever remain a mystery, the author 
agrees with the pronouncements of Nicea and Chal- 
cedon that in Christ we find both God and man in 
living unity. Hence both the “mystical” and the 
“ethical” approaches to Christ’s person must be 
stressed if we are to remain in keeping with historic 
Christianity. 

This book, dedicated to Karl Heim, reflects the deep¬ 
ening influence of European thought on American 
theology. It is a much needed and positive contribu¬ 
tion to Christology in line with recent developments 
in New Testament scholarship. It is a vital and im¬ 
portant book, though hardly Dr. Horton’s best work. 
However, it will stimulate growing interest on the part 
of Christian thinkers in the Person of Christ.

Pacifism in History t 

The Historic Church and Modern Pacifism. By Umphrey 
Lee. Abingdon-Cokesbury Press, Nashville. 249 pages. $2.00. 

I N THIS volume Umphrey Lee has presented a timely 
work, one that is thoroughly objective. The book is 
not intended to convince, but to present. And it does 
present in an exhaustive way the vexed, age-long ques¬ 
tion between the Christian and the soldier. And that 
means also between the church and the state and be¬ 
tween the allegiance due to each and to both. 

This question dates from the cross of Christ. In his 
research for historical material the author has pre¬ 
sented the reader with a richness of historic facts and 
with quotations from outstanding Christian leaders 
across the centuries. Augustine and Aquinas appear 
in the argument; 'and many others, such as Jerome, 
Justin Martyr, Lactantius, Tertullian, and Origin. 
Among the more modern voices are those of Luther, 
Wesley, Whitfield, George Fox, and William Penn. 

In his first chapter under the title, “The Testimony 
of Jesus,” Dr.‘Lee makes free use of Professor J. C. 
Cadoux’s work entitled, The Early Church and the 
World. This work leans decidedly toward pacifism and 
one cannot feel that Dr. Lee is quite justified in his 
efforts to offset Cadoux’s exegesis of certain New Testa¬ 
ment texts. Alid one must say that the author allows 
himself a t^ueh of irony in dealing with other pacifists 
as, for insmnce, Kirby Page. However, the work moves 
as a wlirfki on a high argumentative and literary 
plane. It KKbotli challenging and informing.

UIH£fi£ l)£UI CHUM BEGinS 

TF anyone thinks that being a missionary is a dull, routine, 
prosaic job, he should make the acquaintance of Chester Ber¬ 
tram Rappi. 

A boy from quiet little Taylorville, hidden away in rural Illinois, 
he has not only “made good” in Chungking, West China— amid 
strange people, strange customs, strange language, strange religion— 
he has become the most indispensable toreigner in this provisional 
capital of the new China. He is, too, the trusted friend of Gen¬ 
eralissimo and Madame Chiang Kai-shek, China’s outstanding lead¬ 
ers and Christian exponents. 

Thirty-four years ago the tall youth, just out of Northwestern, 
first went to China as a missionary of The Methodist Church- 
wen t just to serve the needs of the men and women, the boys and 
girls, of what was then the world's oldest empire, now its most 
amazing republic. He found plenty to keep hands, and heart, and 
mind busy: he taught the people—for he had taught in Illinois; he 
preached to the people—for was he not a follower of John Wesley 
and of his Christ? 

BUT other tasks came to his willing and capable hands as the 
years rolled on. Came flood and famine—and Bert Rapp6 went to 
the relief of millions in the cities and rural provinces; he is today 
vice-chairman of the China International Famine Committee. It 
has built miles of good roads, organized co-operatives, and con¬ 
structed vast irrigation systems—all using men who would otherwise 
have died of starvation. 

Came the war and new tasks: he is superintendent of the Meth¬ 
odist Union Hospital in Chungking, director of the Red Cross 
Hospital, besides superintending all Methodist church work and 
relief activities in the province, and supervising the Students' Service 
Committee—giving aid to stranded Chinese college students—and 
serving as treasurer for eleven Methodist and international Christian 
agencies. 

Bert Rapp6 is certainly Chungking’s busiest citizen—because, 
like his Master, he gives himself in the service of others.

"Embajadores en nombre de cristo" are the 
words engraved on the cornerstone of the new 
home of the Union Theological Seminary in 
Buenos Aires. This new building increases the 
effectiveness of our evangelistic mission in South 
America at a time when evangelism is becoming 
the keynote of our mission work in that country. 

Latin America is seen as one of the great 
mission fields of the world. 2% of the population 
is Protestant, but that small percentage is making 
the Bible a known book. Wherever the Protest¬ 
ant missionary has gone, he has placed beside his 
church a school, realizing that intelligent Chris¬ 
tians could not be developed unless they were 
students of the Word of God.

THE DISCIPLES ARE AT WORK 

In ten foreign fields—Africa, India, China, Ja¬ 
maica, Japan, Mexico, Philippine Islands, Puerto 
Rico, Argentina, and Paraguay, with a staff of 
170 missionaries and 2,066 nationals. 

In 235 organized churches, 1,347 places of 
regular meeting and 334 self-supporting churches 
with a total membership of 71,975. 

In Christian healing in 10 hospitals and 18 
dispensaries with a trained staff of doctors, nurses, 
and medical assistants who gave 538,858 treat¬ 
ments last year. 

In Christian teaching in 413 schools with 14,811 
students of which 242 are studying for the min¬ 
istry and supervision of 32 mission schools now 
self-supporting. 


BROTHERHOOD OBSERVES 
RURAL LIFE SUNDAY 

Under the leadership of the Department of 
Social Welfare and Rural Work, the churches of 
town and country will observe Rural Life Sunday. 
With 60% of our more than 8,000 churches 
located in town and country, it is extremely im¬ 
portant that more attention be given to the rural 
church and to rural life in general. Many of the 
larger communions are making rural work an 
important item in their home missions program, 
in order to conserve the best country church. 

Figures indicate that city churches are not re¬ 
producing themselves but are growing through the 
contributions of man and woman power made 
by the country churches whose members move 
into the cities. While city churches make some 
contribution to the ministry and missionary serv¬ 
ice, the town and country churqhes supply the 
bulk of our religious and community service work¬ 
ers. Hence the town and country church becomes 
the very seed-bed from which religious leadership 
is transplanted.

PERSONALITY OF THE WEEK

Choir members know her quite well 
by now, but the congregation is 
familiar with her only by sound, musi¬ 
cal sounds which eminate from the 
Organ.

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A LAYMAN SPEAKS 

The great need of the church and of 
the world today is a lay-apostalate, 
capable of and devoted to the further¬ 
ance of the Christian philosophy. 

If the church has failed to fulfill its 
rightful role in the affairs of the world— 
and the present chaos is an indication 
that such failure has occurred—then we 
cannot too soon investigate that 
failure. 

The word failure has an unpleasant 
sound and with it comes an equally 
unpleasant word—blame. Upon whom 
must the failure be blamed 

We do not blame our ministers. We 
know that they have worked hard and 
tried unceasingly to bring the teach¬ 
ings of Christ into reality in the world. 

But what of the layman? 

In a few isolated cases laymen have 
recognized their responsibility in 
furthering Christianity. They have 
worked vigorously and effectively, but 
their achievements only highlight the 
failure of the large body of laymen to 
do anything. 

We of the laity are perhaps unaware 
that there is a role for us to play. We 
have left to the clergy almost the com¬ 
plete burden of leadership, whereas 
thet clergy would have willingly shared 
this leadership with us. In fact, our 
pastors are the first to admit that much 
of their work is in vain, unless it is 
accompanied by the efforts of an ener¬ 
getic, intelligent and forceful lay-apost- 
alate. 

The historical view shows us that lay¬ 
men can and have accomplished great 
things for Christianity. In organizing 
His ministry upon earth, Christ called 
upon laymen to be His disciples. To 
Peter and Andrew, humble fishermen, 
He said: "Follow me, and I will make 
you fishers of men." He found Matthew, 
"sitting at the recept of custom," and 
called him. It was to laymen that Christ 
said: "Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of 
the Father, and of the Son, and of the 
Holy Ghost." 

The history of the church reveals that 
from the laity men have appeared to 
become great leaders. Augustine, a 
teacher of Latin literature and rhetoric, 
became one of the greatest figues in 
the annals of Christianity. Ajid he 
began as a laymen, although he later 
became a member of the clergy. 
Francis of Assisi left a lasting influence 
upon Christianity, and he remained a 
laymen all of his life. 

Now is the time for the laity to step 
forth and assure its ministers that it is 
not only willing to follow their leader¬ 
ship, but to share that leadership. 

If we hesitate because we question 
our lack of ability, let us remember that 
our ability in other fields has not been 
found wanting. We are even now 
demonstrating in the war program that 
we are capable of great effort, 
sacrifice, service and accomplishment. 

We can begin by devoting ourselves 
more strenuously than ever before to 
study of Christ's teachings and the 
discovery of His will. 

We can endeavor to enlist as co¬ 


workers the many intelligent, sincere 
people who are as yet outside of the 
church. 

We can seek by example to reveal to 
the world that the Christian philosophy 
can and should be applied to the 
world's problems. 

These things are only the beginning, 
because an awakened, vitalized, pur¬ 
poseful and determined lay-apostalate 
can and must meet and overcome the 
poblems, which as laymen we have 
failed to face before.

THE RUBY ELZY CONCERT 

A musical treat we will long remem¬ 
ber was the concert given by "our 
own” Ruby Elzy last Sunday afternoon. 
Her songs were interspersed with very 
impressive little speeches concerning 
her work in the now current production 
"Porgy and Bess” and her much anti¬ 
cipated concert tour this coming fall 
and winter. An inspiring voice and per¬ 
sonality so wholly consecrated to the 
spirit of service, cannot but help make 
a lasting impression on any audience. 
Ruby never fails to "give God the 
glory” and continually thanks Him lor 
her voice and the oportunity that has 
been given her for its development. 

And who is Ruby? As a little girl, 
she was taken by a devout Christian 
mother, widowed and unable to do 
anything materially for her family, to 
the Rust School fop Negro Grils, down 
in Mississippi. This was a school owned 
and conducted by the Woman's Home 
Missionary of the Methodist Church, 
now the Woman's Society of Christian 
Service. Her voice and love for sing¬ 
ing, attracted the attention of friends 
who later on financed her through 
Ohio State University. She has never 
failed those who have had faith in her 
and the future holds greater things 
yet. Being a Methodist and educated 
by the help of Methodist women, she 
will now be sponsored in her concert 
tour by the Woman's Society of 
Christian Service. 

Our Church was the first Church in 
Southern California in which Ruby 
sang a few years ago when she was 
singing the lead in "Run, Chillun run.” 
Several times she has been with us 
since then, once bringing her mother, 
an active Christian worker among her 
people in the south and a very out¬ 
standing person in her community. 
Now, Ruby, has given us the honor of 
her only concert recital in Southern 
Calif, this year and who of us, listening 
to her, did not feel the joy of hearing 
one who puts her very heart and soul 
into her songs.

After this long and strenuous tour, I now expect to 
settle down for a sustained period of writing on my new book - 
Living Abundantly: Devotional Readings Interpreting the Signifi¬ 
cance of Creative Minority Groups. Nearly a year of intermittent 
work has already been done on this manuscript, and I can see 
another year consumed before it is completed. 

I expect to do a limited amount of speaking in Southern 
California, but this will be confined to engagements on a maximum 
of three days per week.

Dear Friends: 

I have just returned from one of the most encouraging 
and thrilling trips in twenty-five years of' travel. For 15 weeks 
I spoke incessantly to the most responsive audiences in my expe¬ 
rience. During one period of 39 days, I spoke three times daily 
on 38 of these days and on the other one I travelled for nine 
hours. Yet my health has rarely ever been so good Here are 
some vivid impressions and memorable experiences: 

1. Addresses to highly appreciative audiences at eight 
Japanese relocation centers. I had previously visited Manzanar, 
so that I have now missed only the one center at Heart Mountain, 
Wyoming, which could not be fitted into my schedule. 

My impression is that an extremely bad policy is being adminis¬ 
tered with efficiency and moderation by the War Relocation Autho¬ 
rity, whose officials are usually of high caliber. The barracks 
in desolate places in which more than 100,000 persons are housed 
are new, clean, dry - and terribly crowded. The food is of good 
quality and ample in quantity. One marvels at the manner ih which 
a bare section of a barracks has been transformed into artistic 
living quarters: with home-made furniture, rugs, screens, shelves, 
and decorations. In an amazing way life goes on in the face of 
strange and fearful conditions. 

But - and this "but" deserves the utmost emphasis - 
character is rapidly deteriorating and morale is slumping badly. 
And for these reasons: the work occupying many of the residents 
is not of sufficient importance to bring satisfaction, and mean¬ 
ingless labor is demoralizing; parental influence is diminishing 
with the steady breakdown of the family; hopelessness and despair 
are strangling many lives, one young women exclaiming, "I feel as 
if I had been dropped down in a vacuum, nobody wants me anywhere 
the feeling of reckless irresponsibility is deepening; the sense 
of rank injustice is generating intense bitterness and terrible 
hatred in many lives ; confidence in the ideals of America is being 
destroyed in the minds of many of these 70,000 American citizens, 
most of whom were not even accused by the F. B. I. of any form of 
disloyalty to the United States before they were interned, without 
trial and without due process of law. The feeling among them is 
general that some day the Supreme Court of the United States will 
declare unconstitutional and invalid the entire procedure of 
wholesale internment of American citizens. This deep, deep sense 
of terrible injustice is eating like a cancer at the characters 
of many of these young Americans. 

The moral is plain: 1. Get them out, get them out of these relo¬ 
cation centers, get them out as rapidly as possible. Help find 
remunerative and congenial work for them in areas where they are 
now permitted to go when they have assurance of employment. Write 
for detailed information to the nearest office of the American 










Friends Service Committee, or the nearest office of the Fellowship 
of Reconciliation. 2. Seek opportunities for students to be 
admitted to colleges and universities which have been approved by 
the authorities. 3. Work incessantly to create attitudes which 
in post-war days will welcome as citizens and as equals these 
fellow-Americans and their families. 4. Create public opinion in 
favor of a policy of restitution and compensation for losses 
sustained and for damages done to the property of these fellow 
Americans. 5. Plan now to abolish segregated churches. Welcome 
into all Christian congregations these fellow-mortals and fellow- 
Christians. Employ these well trained graduates of theological 
seminaries as co-ministers of great churches. 

2. Visits to ten Civilian Public Service Camps, bring¬ 
ing my total to 18 C. P. S. Camps visited. About 6,500 conscien¬ 
tious objectors are now serving their country in "work of national 
importance under civilian administration, 11 chiefly under direc¬ 
tion of the United States Forestry Service and the Department of 
Agriculture. Supervisory officials are agreed that the quality and 
amount of work done are extremely high. Wide contacts convince me 
that much of the finest leadership of the peace movement of the 
future will come from these men. Many of them will be out in 
front helping to create a new economic order and a better politi¬ 
cal structure. Their lives will bring deeper vitality into the 
churches. Many of these men are now going out from the camps in 
various forms of detached service, especially in mental hospitals. 
Seventy are soon to go to China for reconstruction work. 

The chief complaints heard in the camps are these: the work 
assigned is not of sufficient importance to bring satisfaction at 
such a time of desperate need all over the earth; the administer¬ 
ing agencies - Quakers, Brethren and Mennonites - are charged with 
being too subservient to the Selective Service authorities so that 
the pacifist groups in the churches are too closely tied up with 
the war effort. Some of the men now feel that they made a mistake 
in registering in the first place and that they should have ac¬ 
cepted a prison sentence rather than to submit to conscription in 
any form. While I do not share this judgment, I can readily 
understand why some of the finest of these men now feel they 
should have gone directly to jail. 

There is a serious possibility that opposition to the C. F. S. 
Camps on the part of certain Congressmen, Senators, and other high 
officials may result in a change of policy which will compel 
conscientious objectors to choose between forced labor on farms 
and jail sentences. Letters to Washington in support of the 
C. P. S. program are urgently needed. 

3. Three-session conferences in 55 cities and towns 
from El Reno to St. Louis to Chicago to Seattle. Local commit¬ 
tees most often chose the theme: Living Creatively in These Days, 
with a second choice of the subject. How Can the Prince of Peace 
Help Us Now? Testimony is general that the war is not bringing 

a general return to religion, but there is agreement that inner- 
circle groups in the churches are more vital than ever before. 

My own judgment is that the number of understanding and devoted 
followers of Christ and of his way of life has never been so large 
at any previous hour as it is now. As the world crisis deepens 
the significance of this dynamic minority will surely increase. 


4. A wonderful day with Negro friends at LeMoyne' Col¬ 
lege in Memphis, discussing the significance of Mahatma Gandhi f s 
technique of non-violent non-cooperation for us here in this 
country. Jim-Crowism was brought up! 

5. A memorable evening with Jewish friends at Temple 
Emanuel in Wichita, talking about the comparative power of mercy 
and ruthlessness, of forgiveness and vengeance in post-war deal¬ 
ings with Nazis. 

6. The response of 1,000 women to my address on World 
Day of Prayer under the auspices of the St. Louis Woman's Mission¬ 
ary Council. 

7. The thrilling experience of preaching to 2,000 
Mennonites at Newton, Kansas. 

8. A business men's luncheon in Denver with 175 

present. 

9. A week-end Methodist state student conference at 
Southwestern College. 

10. Addressing 500 men in the uniform of the Army Air 
Force in the college auditorium at La Grande, Oregon, after an 
introduction by the Captain. 

11. Several college and university convention addresses. 

12. Addresses at various High School assemblies. 

13. Rotary, Kiwanis, Lions meetings in several places. 

14. An afternoon discussion with Brethren theological 
students and faculty members at Bethany in Chicago. 

15. An address on Nationalism before the assembled 
teachers in a Japanese relocation center. 

16. A mass meeting in the municipal auditorium in 
Moberly, Missouri, under the auspices of the Ministerial Associa¬ 
tion, with 1200 persons present. 

17. A midnight discussion with friends, including the 
Danish Consul, in Seattle; especially the report of a proposal 
now being considered that Danish histories be written by Swedish 
scholars, and that Swedish histories be written by Danish 
scholars. 


18. Listening to a young sailor in uniform sing, "The 
Publican." Still I can hear the refrain, "God be merciful to me," 
followed by the song leader's announcement, "We will now rise and 
sing Onward Christian Soldiers Marching As To War."

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A LAYMAN SPEAKS 

“Peruse the books of philosophers 
with all their pomp of diction. How 
meager, how contemptible are they 
when compared with the Scriptures!" 
wrote Jean Jacques Rousseau. 

Even this man, whose own views did 
not conform with the Christian philo¬ 
sophy, could not overlook the fact that 
all who attempt to write on philosophi¬ 
cal or religious subjects must feel their 
inadequacy when compared with the 
Scriptures- 

Therefore, do we not wonder at times 
at our failure to turn to the Scriptures 
more frequently? 

The custom of daily Bible reading at 
the family table or in the evening in 
the parlor has all but disappeared from 
the American scene. Too often there is 
no gathering of the family at meal 
time and even more infrequently is 
there a gathering of the family in the 
parlor. 

Yet so important can this reading of 
the Bible in the home be that the noted 
John Ruskin wrote: “Everything that I 
have written, every greatness that has 
been in any thought of mine, whatever 
I have done in my life has been simply 
due to the fact that when I was a child 
my mother daily read with me a part 
of the Bible and daily made me learn 
a part of it by heart." 

Although there is no best method of 
going about Bible reading, suggestions 
have been made, which are worth con¬ 
sidering. Robert Louis Stevenson said: 
"I believe it would startle and move 
anyone if they could make a certain 
effort of imagination and read it freshly 
like a book, not droningly and chillily 
like a portion of the Bible." 

This same approach has been sug¬ 
gested by others, notably Lincoln Stef¬ 
fens, who tells of having suddenly be¬ 
come curious about what was in the 
Bible. He read it with curiosity, hoping 
to learn just what it was that other 
people found in the Scriptures. 

Steffens was highly educated in this 
country and in Europe, a mar* well- 
schooled in the affairs of the world and 
the leading journalist of his time, yet 
he declared that reading the Bible was 
an adventure so startling that he 
wanted everybody else to share it. He 
asserted that the Bible was news. 
Steffens insisted that the material he 
was writing for magazines and news¬ 
papers was “old stuff." Although the 
dates, names and places were changed, 
he found the very articles and stories 
he had been writing were in the Bible. 
The essential facts were all the same. 

At the time Steffens undertook to read 
the Bible, he had just completed the 
most thorough research and investi¬ 
gation into national, state and muni¬ 
cipal affairs that had been conducted 
up to that time. It was with dismay that 
he learned that all of his conclusions 
had been anticipated by Christ. 

The great journalist was further 
amazed to see that Christ was not only 
aware of the facts that Steffens had 
uncovered but that Christ also saw far 
beyond those facts. Steffens said that 
Christ saw a way out. This great expert 


on political and social affairs found 
that Christ was not vague nor mean¬ 
ingless in His teachings, but to the 
contrary He was definite and extremely 
clear. 

The conclusion that Steffens drew 
from his experience was that most 
people—including many who believe 
themselves to be Christians—are act¬ 
ually unaware of what is in the Bible. 
He feared that in failing to read the 
Bible we had in reality overlooked the 
details of Christ's teachings. 

Surely, we can offer no plausible 
excuse for not reading the Bible regu¬ 
larly. We find time to read the news¬ 
papers and magazines, which Steffens 
points out are only a newspaperman's 
rehash of the stories in the Bible. How 
much more eloquent, complete and in¬ 
spiring those stories are when -read in 
the Scriptures.

Although attempts have been made in the past to encourage public 
attendance especially for the central address, we are impressed just 
now with the more immediate need of creating greater personal re¬ 
sources and a more faithful unified purpose within our own group. 

We, therefore, are exploring the possibilities of holding a meeting 
in the spirit of a "retreat" a short distance outside the city, to 
begin perhaps Saturday evening and continue through Sunday night. 

We felt your presence would be an invaluable contribution, es¬ 
pecially in a meeting of this kind, and we were the more anxious to 
learn whether there would be any possibility of your being our main 
speaker because 'Washington pacifist groups have not had the oppor¬ 
tunity of hearing and conferring with you recently. 

We cannot make the unlimited invitation which we would like be¬ 
cause of the limitations of our funds. Although we have not paid 
our guest speakers for the last several years, we probably would 
have some funds available for that purpose this year. 

Would you be so good as to advise us whether your special 
schedule for the fall would bring you to the vicinity of Washington 
and render your inclusion on our program a possibility. Our meeting 
should be scheduled during September or the early part of October, 
but within that range we could probably make adequate adjustments 
to your own plans. we shall hopefully await your reply.

Thank you a great deal for sending me a copy of your 
letter of May 28. The desertption of your recent trav¬ 
els and the fumy observations which you made was both 
interesting and helpful. I certainly agree with you 
that the Japanese evacuation into the Relocation Centers 
has been a major tragedy and I sincerely hope that some¬ 
thing can be done in the near future to prevent the moral 
disintegration which you describe. It Is fortunate that 
the War Relocation Authority officials both in the field 
and in the offices are in general men of good character. 
1'his has at least lightened the tremendous burden which 
the evacuees must shoulder. 

I was'particularly interested in the comment which you 
had to make as a result of your visit to a number of the 
CPS camps. The problem of unsatisfactory work projects, 

I am glad to say, is being met to a large degree by the 
increasing opportunities men are being given to volunteer 
for hospital, farm, relief and rehabilitation training 
projects, in addition to a large number of projects using 
more limited numbers of men. Then, too, recent projects 
for new camps have been in .general of a far more satisfac¬ 
tory nature. The I* ar :m’ Securit y Ad ml n i s t r At ion projects at 
Trenton, IT. Dak. and Terry, Mont., the new Bureau of Rec¬ 
lamation camps, and others seem to be utilizing the ener¬ 
gies of the men more effectively than some of the earlier 
camps did.

Thus far we have 
not had pressure brought which we have been unable to 
meet, but the increasing food shortage will keep this 
a recurrent problem. 

In my recent travels, I, too, have'noticed in many 
places either dissatisfaction or bewilderment with the 
course of the war. It is heartening to note that you 
have been observing a marked spiritual growth within 
the Church. A strong Church would be a real buttress 
for returning soldiers and others who have felt the 
horror and disillusionment of this war.

Tlie whole Draper household was delighted to receive 
your printed letter. We were deeply touched, comforted and 
encouraged by your sympathy for the Japanese in the Relocation 
Centers, and your understanding of their needs. As returned 
missionaries from Japan, this problem lies close to our hearts, 
and we have many friends among the Japanese-Americans. 

I saw the report in the Los Angeles Times for Wednesday, 
June 16th, of the questioning which you had to undergo, when 
testifying on behalf of the Japanese before the Dies Committee. 

I was proud of your courageous and unequivocal stand as to your 
refusal to take part in war, though I realize that the purpose 
of the questioning was to discredit your opinion on the other 
matter. I am confident that God will use your witness to further 
His purposes, no matter what the opposition intended by the 
cross-questioning. 

I was much interested in your comments on the problems 
of the C. P. S. Camps, and the boys who are so troubled^over the 
program assigned to them. Our Peace Fellowship met just after your 
letter came in, and I shared part of it with them. We have had 
some visitors from the Coleville and the Los Prietos Camps, and 
and realize the complexity of the situation. 

Your hopeful confidence in the vitality of the inner- 
groups in the churches is very stimulating. We also feel that 
type of work is very important, and while it is very hard to rouse 
and maintain interest, yet we are trying to deepen the spiritual 
life of the church in this way. 

I still often read over the notes I took on your message 
when you were in Ventura last October, and re-read your books.

Released time instruction 
hill becomes state law 

Sacramento, Calif.— California became the 
forty-fourth state in the union to permit 
public-school children to receive religious 
instruction during school hours when Gov¬ 
ernor Earl Warren affixed liis signature to 
the McMillan bill. 

A similar hill was passed two years ago, 
but was vetoed by the governor then in 
office. 

The California bill,, supported by both 
Protestant and Catholic groups, gives boards 
of education power to release students on 
authorization of parents for up to a half day 
each week for religious classes. These 
classes are to be held off school property, 
under the auspices of religious bodies. The 
time will not be deducted from the average 
daily attendance used in obtaining state 
school grants. 

Tn signing the bill, Governor Warren 
declared that “in times such as these, it is 
desirable that every opportunity. and en¬ 
couragement be afforded for religious in¬ 
struction.” 

Fresno District churches 
liquidate building debts

Fresno, Calif.— Two more churches on the 
Fresno District—Taft and Visalia—have 
liquidated their debts. 

The Taft church burned its mortgage six 
years from the day of dedication. Mrs. 
Z. E, Ripple, who has been treasurer of the 
church during the thirty-three years of its 
existence, participated in this history¬ 
making service* 

Six ministers took part in the all-day 
set vices—Re vs. J oh n R. Kenney, d istric t 
superintendent; R. A. Young, pastor when 
the new church was built; B* Joseph Martin 
and W. A, Jennings, former pastors; and 
John Duryea, 

Mr, Robert Donaldson, chairman of the 
building fund, revealed that something had 
been paid on the debt every month but four 
during the six years the loan was in force. 
The present pastor, Rev. A. j, McVay, in¬ 
augurated the campaign to pay off the re¬ 
maining debt. Not only was the debt paid 
in full, but additional money was received 
for needed repairs. 

The Visalia church burned its mortgage 
on May 16. A debt of $2,500 has been on 
the property since 1933. In addition to 
liquidating the debt, the church secured 
$9,000 in a "Victory Building Fund" to be 
used toward a new church as soon as con¬ 
ditions make building possible. 

The president of die official board of the 
Visalia cl lurch, Leroy McCormick, was re¬ 
cently elected mayor of the town as a re¬ 
sult of a "cleanup campaign." Under his 
leadership die city council is actively at¬ 
tacking the problems of juvenile delin' 
quency and commercialized vice in all its 
forms. 

The Rev, Samuel Carlyle Schaeffer, pas- 
lor at Livingston, is die author of an in¬ 
formative pamphlet entitled, Abraham Lin¬ 
coln, His Destiny and His Religion. This 
was first given as an address under die 
auspices of the California Grand Lodge of 
Freemasonry, For which Dr. Schaeffer was 
lecturer for a number of years.

Thank you for your cordial invitation to meet with you and 
others on Monday, July 5th. I hope to accept your invitation. 

However, I think I should ask you whether you really want 
me to attend. I am afraid that I may prove a thorn in the flesh 
to you and your group. These are the reasons: 

Several years ago, I recall distinctly, I attended a con¬ 
ference with you at Pacific Palisades. This must have been 
about 1932, when we were in the midst of the terrible Depression. 
Your interpretations of the causes of the Depression and what we 
might do about them appealed to me. I followed you and was 
inspired by you. 

About three years ago, I heard you lecture at Allan Hunter’s 
Church on "How to Keep America Out of War." Really, everything 
you said in that lecture was quite displeasing to me. You did. 
not, I felt, get down to the fundamental problems of justice in 
economics, in racial understanding, and in the international 
problems of the day. Y 0 ur one purpose, to keep us out of war, 
seemed to me lacking in Christian insight. Por fear that I would 
say something that would offend you, I left the meeting when the 
discussion began. 

Attached, is a document which I helped the United Nations 
Committee of Southern California prepare, and which.we.have circu¬ 
lated among international leaders in the world. This is the type 
of activity which I am interested in. We are now working on a 
similar statement regarding South America. We plan next to take 
up a study of "The Little Nations." 
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Under separate cover, I am mailing you two pamphlets into 
which my heart has gone. It breaks my heart to see so much church 
discussion of far-off theories and problems when the cooperative 
movement is at our very doors and desperately needing our support. 
This is religion in action, locally and 'around the world. I learned 
to be a cooperator from Kagawa. 

Having opened up my heart to you, if .you still think I will 
not be a subversive element in your group I should like to join you. 
Inclosed, is a postcard. Just write on it "Yes" or "No". I shall 
take no offense.
